The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed invention of 
executing a native method in a Java Virtual Machine to minimize the memory utilization by 
using stacking technique. Specifically, claims 1,11 and 12 are directed to JVM determining 
whether native method to be handled by first native interface and a function pointer is obtained 
from a method block and passed to the special native method to utilize memory by a stack and 
reduces virtual machine time and processing time. Therefore, the claimed invention improves 
execution process in JVM without adding new byte code instructions.
